J.S.A, Curreem, conveyancing 
vlerk in the employ of Mesars, 
Deacons, Solicitors, deelared 
that he was arrested by the Jap- 
nnese on or about May 25, 1946 
and taken to No, 7 Police Sta- 
tion, Witness was detained 
there for about three weeks and 
then transferred to Aberdevn 
Police Station during the fatter 
part of June 1045. ‘ 

While at Aberdeen witness 
interrogated for at feast 
five days running by neeused, 
While he was being interrogated, 
witness was atruck all over the 
body and head by accused, | On 
one occasion, accused used Chin- 
exe wooden clogs: to atrilce wit: 
ness on the head and caused 
witness’ head to bleed profusely, 


Received Parcel 


Witness knew Archie Won 
and saw him at No, 7 Police! 
Station, ft Was about the eid 
of May that witness first saw 
Wong. He was then quite well | 
and healthy. After being inj 
custody for two or three weeka, 
witness nnd Wong were con- 
fronted with each other and re- 
ceived beatings from accused 
while being interrogated, ' 

Witness remembered the evel 
of the transfer from) Aberdeen 
to Central Police Station  be- 
cause nceused brought in food 
parcels and clean, clothing for 
change. | ‘The cell gates were 
opened and prisonera allowed to 
fo to the office to take — their 
pareels, Parcels were not hand- 
ed to prisoners, but thrown at 
them by accused, , 

eddie . Tsui did not receive 
any parcel and when he asked 
necused if there owas any for 
him, the only reply he received 
from anceused wan a couple 
of blows. When Archie Wong 
went out for his parcel, 
he received. from — aceused, 
‘a terrible beating over — the 
head and body with a wooden 
practice rifle. Wong seemed 
very dazed and could hardly find 
his way back to the cell.

“When 
witness heard that Wong had 
died, he was not surprised as 
Wong was in such a bad state 
when he was taken to the Cen- 
tral Police Station that the other 
prisoners had to carry him from 
the truck to the office at the 
Station, From what -he had 
heard from Wong, witness was 
of the opinion that Wong’s degth 
must have been caused a8 a’¥e- 
sult of the hardships he had 
been through. 

The next witneas for the pro- 
secution, Mrs. Omar, otherwise 
Wong Lal Keng, stated 
that she had known Archie 
Wong aince he was about 16 
years of age. Witness saw 
Archie Wong avhen he was ‘in 
custody. :

Witness heard accused give. the 
order, Witness also saw Wong 
hung up with his hands behind 
his back and fect barely toueh- 
ing the ground. Accused — tied 
Wong up. Wong was hung up! 
in this position for several 
hours, 

On the eve of the transfer 
from Aberdeen to Central, ac- 
cused called the name of Archie 
Wong, Wong could not walk 
and the other prisoners assisted 
him out, Accused threw a par- 
eel at Wong and asked him to 
change. As Wong did not carry 
out the order, accused started 
beating Weng more than 20 
times over the head and body 
with a fencing stick, After the 
beating, Wong could not speak 
or stand, 


Stood On Stomach 


Under cross-examination, wit- 
ness declared that she saw ac- 
cured stepping on Wong's 
stomach when he was water tor- 
turing him. Accused’s face was 
towards the door, so witness 
was able to identify him. There 
were other Gendarmes in the 
room, . , 

Mr. I'ujita indicated that he 
was not making any opening 
address and after the tiffin ad- 
journment, called the accused to 
testify. sak of 

Sgt. Miyasue Suekichi stated 
that he knew G. S, Ladd, J.S. A. 
Curreem, Yeung Kar Sing, Id- 
die Tsul and Archie Wont, | 
They were involved in three dif- 
ferent cases. Accused claimed 
that he did not go to arrest 
Ladd, but did interrogate him. 
It was untrue to say that he had 
beaten or tortured Ladd.  Ac- 
cused admitted taking part in 
the arrest of Yeung Kar Sing 
and that he had also interrogat- 
ed Yeung through an interpre- 
ter, He did not beat or torture 
Yeung, : 


Not Beaten 


Accused ssid that he went to 
arrest O. M, Omar and took him 
to the Western District Gendar- 

eric-—-While—interrogating: 
Omar, he, accused, struck Omar 
two or three times with an open 
hand. Curreem was not inter- 
rogated by accused in the Chin- 
esc language as alleged.  Ac- 
cused further claimed that he 
did not strike or beat Tsui. 

Archie Wong was arrested by 
kecused and another Gendarme, 
Wong was taken to the Western 
District Gendarmerie, but never 
beaten or ill-treated by accused 
as alleged by the prosecution 
witnesses.

The authorities concern- 
ed should vot only keep up the 
good) management and high 
efficiency but nlao yive them 
adequate protection and legiti- 
mate profits. Internntional as 
well as private investment un- 
der a guarantee of legitimate 
profits should be encouraged.” 

Mr. Tsao then disclosed that 
the foreign utility companies 
in Shanghal had shown willing- 
nessa to cooperate with, and to 
follow the guidance of, the 
Chinese authorities. Among 
other things, they had promised 
to help the Chinese {to train 
technicians in order to meet the
